IF THERE are tired lines in your 
face and you feel generally let 
down this season, try a new coif- 
fure. But look critically at your 
hair first and if necessary give it 
a few rejuvenating treatments 
and plan to have a new perma- 
nent.

Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today 


Hot Bread Is Always Popular 
As Appetizing Meal Addition 


‘ By JUDITH WILSON 


OT breads and rolls, whether 
“they are the yeast-leaverted 
variety or the made 10-8NTe 
kind are always popular. ou 
can serve them for any meal of 
the day any season and always 
be sure of their reception. They 
add interest to an _ otherwise 
plain meal and make an elabor- 
ate meal more perfect. Best of 
all, they are not difficult to 
make. With a few basic recipes 
you can prepare many kinds of 
attractive hot breads. 


Apricot Bread 

The rich, fruity bread uses 
baking powder as a_ leavening 
agent and so can be prepared on 
short notice. Wash one and one- 
half cups dried apricots, cover 
with water and boil for five min- 
utes. Drain and chop. Cream 
two tablespoons shortening with 
oneé-halt cup sugar and one well- 
beaten egg. Add the apricots and 
one-half cup evaporated milk 
mixed with one-half cup of the 
juice from the apricots, Gradu- 
ally stir in two and three-fourths 
cups flour that has been sifted 
with three teaspoons baking 
powder and one-half teaspoon of 
salt. Add one-half cup chopped 
nuts and mix well. Turn into a 
greased loaf pan and bake for 
one hour in a moderate oven. 
This makes one large loaf. 

This moist, tender bread keeps 
well’ahd is delicious toasted with 
the morning cofiee or made into 
simple sendwiches for afternoon 
tea. 

Rasic Recipe for Fancy Rolls 

Crumble two cakes compressed 
yeast into a bow! and add one 
cup ot milk. scalded and cogled 
to tukewarm. Add onc-half cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon salt and 
two beaten whele eggs or four 
egy volks Add two cups flour 
and one-half cup melted short- 
ening and mix well, then add 
two more cups flour and stir 
thoroughly. Turn the dough 
onto a floured board and knead 
for two or three minutes until 
the dough is smooth. 
greased bowl, cover and let stand 
over hot water until the dough 
is double in bulk. Turn onto a 
board and knead until the dough 
is smooth, then form into the 
desired shapes. put into pans, 
brush with melted butter and let 
rise again until double in bulk. 
Bake ira ‘hot oven: until light 
brown.

HE’S IRRITATED 


By JANE HERBERT GOWARD 


HERE is a three-weeks-old 

baby at the Darby's. It is 
‘their first-born, too, and the 
young mother is nervous about 
handling the child. When he has 
to be picked up or bathed or 
dressed for the street, she is glad 
when her own mother or a 
neighbor drops in and will do it 
for her, she says, “He always 
cries when I pick him up.” This 
infant doubtless senses his moth- 
er’s fear and is frightened. Or 
it may be that his mother does 
not know how to hold him and 
he really is uncomfortable. 

When you take up an infant, 
see that his head and back are 
supported. Secondly, handle him 
as little as possible, only when 
the need arises. 

Children, no matter how young, 
have a faculty for acquiring 
habits. Go to them, pick them 
up whenever they cry and they 

, soon learn 
that crying 
brings atten- 
tion. You 
give baby a 
better chance 
for health 
and happi- 
ness if, after 
making him 
com fortable 
or dry, he is 
left alone to 
sleep. In 
time he 
won’t sleep 
so much as in 
infancy and 
will learn how to amuse himself. 

Baby’s clothing should fit him 
properly. Otherwise, he will be 
uncomfortable and __irritabie. 
Clothing which fits tightly across 
the ‘chest prevents free move- 
ment in breathing. Sometimes 
it may cause,vemiting after he is 
fed: Clothing” t is too long. or 
too wide will bunch up. If you 
wish baby to start life with -a 
sweet disposition the size of his 
clothes has to be “just right.” 

Do not attempt to dress an 
infant in a sitting posture. He 
should lie across mother’s lap 
while being dressed until he is 
quite old enough to sit up. Do 
not slip clothing down over his 
head. A better way is to draw 
them up over his feet. 

For the bath, wash and dry 
the face and head first. Then 
place the left forearm under his 
neck and shoulders, so the left 
hand supports him under his 
arm. With the right hand lift his 
feet and legs and go over the 
little body gently with a soapy 
wash cloth. Then with his body 
well supported, dip him into the 
tub: take him out quickly and 
pat him dry with a soft, warm 
towel.
